Chamber of Deputies Resumes, 
Paris, Oct. 22.—The chamber of dep- 


uties resumed Its sitting in the last 
session but one before dissolution. 
Premier Waldeck-Rousseau will meet 
it as the head of the longest lived 
ministry of the present republic. The 
heaviest work before the chamber 
will bp the adoption of the budget for 
1902, which will lead to big debates. 
Owing to important decisions taken 
by the budget commission entirely up- 
setting the calculations of the finance 
minister, Cailtaux, the latter made a 
number of propositions to meet the 
deficit, which amounts to 50,000.000 
francs.

A telegram from; Columbus says: 
The present state government seems 


completely dominated, by capitalistic 
influence and ready to make any con- 
cession demand by classes against 
the masses. 
Some three months 


ago Secretary of State Layliii after 
(learning that Former Attorney General 
Monnett was about to proceed, sent 
notices to the "United States Steel Cor- 
portion, ami the trusts that were con- 
solidated to form this billion-dollar 
monopoly that they were violating 
the Ohio foreign corporation laws by 
doing business in Ohio without paying 
the tee for so doing exacted by the 
Ohio statutes. la this case, the fees 
and penalties for 
past violations 


amount to about a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars. 


When the notices were sent Attor- 


ney-General Sheets said that these 
corporations were plainly amenable 
to the foreign corporation Saws of Ohio 
and that unless the'steel trust and its 
constituent trusts danced up to the 
music promptly he would bring action 
in the courts against them to collect 
the legal penalty. Two w«?ks was 
then, considered by the attorney gen«r- 
jil and the secretary of state as ample 
time to allow the trusts to make some 
sort of a reply. 


Three Months Gone. 


Three months have gone by ami yet 


the trusts have: not even been court- 
eous enough to reply to the notices 
and say that they ilo not deem them- 
selves subec.t to the Ohio fee. 


What do Secretary Laylin. and At- 


torney General Sheets do, they who 
were gotus to wips the trusts off the 
face of the earth, to hear them tell it. 
ivlum they wanted to prevent Monnett, 
a real enemy of t.hn trusts, frou: gel- 
ting: into the courts •with the matter. 


The attorney general has seen fit i.o 


become, in addition to the attorney for 
the people, the gratuitous attorney for 
the trusts and has delivered an opin- 
ion that these trusts are not subject to 
the foreign corporation laws of Ohio. 
This is because they oniy buy tip a 
controlling percentage of the stock of 
competing corporations, but do not 
destroy Llie identity of those organ- 
izations. 


This holding amounts to declaring 


that the trusts referred to are not 
subject to the foreign corporation tax, 
but are violating the Ohio law which 
forbids one corporation from, buying 
into the stock of another for the pur- 
pose of exercising control over 
it. 


This is the anti-trust law. 


When Attorney General Sheets was 


toltl Unit his opinion was of that effect 
he immediately realized that he had 
transferred the trusts from the frying 
pan into the fire a.nd this would never 
do. But he could not go back to his 
first proposition that these trusts 
should pay the foreign corporation fee, 
so this is the way lie crawled out of 
taking any action against the trusts, 


"Yes, it iloes look like the steel cor- 


poration comes dangerously near be- 
ing a trust, but as the state laws are 
so varied in the various states the 
United States attorney general is the 
fiiiriy "who should proceed against the 
trusts." 


The Canal Scheme. 


Stilt another illustration: Tire Miami 


& Erie canal, from Toledo to Cincin- 
nati, has been grabbed by capitalists 
who are working behind one Fbrdyco, 
•who conves forward with an alleged 
scheme for operation of canaV boats 
by means of electric motors running 
oa tracks on the bank of th& canal. 
Governor Nash and Attorney General 
Sheets granted a thirty-year franchise, 
•with the aid of the state board of 
publfc works, for an electric .mule. 
Now it turns out that it is not an 
electric mule- at all', but an electric 
railway.. 


gwjraoc and attoraeyr g»a«ral 


now admit that they suspected when 
the contract was made'that it was only 
a subterfuge to secuise the banks of 
the canal without coat for electric 
railway purposes. Yet they catered 
into this subterfuge eWraet and the 
only defense they 'haye to make for 
their action, is that 'th'ey. propose to 
prevent the company-, from, carrying 
out its "steal."

Peking, Oct. 22.—A new heir to the 


throne wiU be appointed when the 
dowager empress meets Prince Ching 
and several of the viceroys at Kal- 
Peng, capital of the province of Ho- 
Nau, where there wiil be a general 
discussion of the affairs of the empire. 
This news is believed to be authentic,, 
as it -was rceived from high Chinese 
officials. The present heir has proved 
to be dissipated and uncontrollable. 
Moreover, his father's status as a ban- 
ished prince makes his sutriessioa con- 
trary to Chintfie traditions. The can- 
didate of the empress is said to be 
Peltze, a nephew of Prince Tuan, -who 
is intellectually weak.

In the 
autumn of 1898, when the emperor 
was deprived of. all but the nominal 
power, It yas announced that Pu-Chun. 
had been selected as the heir apparent 
to the throne. About the middle oC 
this year Prince Tuan was said tote 
romentinc no. insurrection in western 
Mongolia. He was last reported to 
be at Ulumski, in Turkestan, to. which 
part of the -world he had been ban- 
ished as a result of the part which, ha 
took in the Boxer uprising.

One Irrigaior of considerable experi- 


ence recommends that field laterals 
should have a fall of at least ton feet 
per mile. The laterals should be lo- 
cated nearly at right angles with The 
direction of the greatest slope of the 
land, so that the water will licnv I'roui 
rather than along them. 


If the surface of tho ground is some- 


what uneven, the problem of locating 
the permanent laterals becomes corre- 
spondingly more ilirficult, often reutler- 
in.s the use of the engineer's iuvel nec- 
essary. 
It may be possible to cover 


fill the ground by iocriung the ifiternls 


onf: the ridges, or there may be high 
iilus entirely surrounded by lower 


jrround, making it necessary to build 
ditches on artilicial ridges or dikes to 
carrj1 tho water to tliem. 


The inexperienced irrigator often con- 


siders tbat the ground occupied by the 
laterals is waste laud because it boars 
no crop. Accordingly he- makes them 
far apart, so that the water must flow 
a long distance to cover the surface 
between any two. This usually results 
in the ovcrirrigation of tbat portion of 
the crop near the lateral in use, as the 
•water must be kept flowing there until 
the entire surface to the next lateral Is 
irrigated. 


tt will usually pay to do some work 


in smoothing off tha little irregularities 
in the surface of the farm. This may 
he done with a plank scraper or drag 
after the ground has been plowed. The 
drag cuts away the higher points aud 
leaves the dirt in the hoilows. This 
preparation of the surface is quite im- 
portaur, as !t reduces the time and la- 
bor required in irrigating. A more uiii- 
fons distribution of water is ;:!so ob- 
tained, which increases its eflieieucy- 
Tlieorotieally the surface of tbo ground 
should be a plane surface, with just 
slope enough to allow the water when 
delivered at the highest point to flow in 
a thin, uniform sheet. 


We will assume that the farm is 


planted to such crops as are ordinarily 
found in the arid region, say ten acrt-s 
of alfalfa, tea acres of grain, flve acres 
of potatoes, five acres of garden, five- 
acres of small fruits and live acres of 
orchard, as shown ou the plat of the 
farm.

of four feet across the farm from north 
to south and two feet from east to 
west, the water can be made to flow 
either west or south from any point.

The greatest endurance of drought is 


exhibited by wheats of the Durum 
group,

tuacaroni 


wheats. In caster:! Russia. Turkestan 
and Algeria tbese wheats produce very 
fair crops -with ten to twelve inches or 
less of rainfall per yeflr. Experiments 
made with these varieties have al- 
ready given sufficiently favorable re- 
sults to show that they are admirably 
adapted to the driest portions of our 
great plains and will probably prove 
successful also in Arizona, Now Mexi- 
co. Utah and the drier portions of Ore- 
gon and Washington. 


In addition to drought resistance 


these varieties have the advautagu of 
being resistant to the attacks of leaf 
rust and other parasitic fungi. 


On the other hand, they arc; very iin- 


ble to injury In severe winters aud 
roust be used as spring varieties north 
of the thirty-fifth parallel. .South of 
that latitude They may be sown h: Oc- 
tober or Novenibsr'and Ixconie practi- 
cally winter wheats.
